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The publication of the Canada Year Book of 1941, is announced 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. The Year Book is the official 
statistical annual of the country and contains a thoroughly up-to-date 
account of the natural resources of the Dominion and their develop- 
ment, the history of the country, its institutions, its demography, 
the different branches of production, trade, transportation, finance, 
education, etc.—in brief, a comprehensive study within the limits of 
a single volume of the social and economic condition of the Dominion. 
This new edition has been thoroughly revised throughout and includes © 
in all its chapters the latest information available up to the date of 
going to press. 

The Canada Year Book of 1941 extends to over 1,000 pages, 
dealing with all phases of the national life, expecially with those 
susceptible of statistical measurement. A statistical summary of the 
progress of Canada is included in the introductory matter. This 
gives a numerical picture of the remarkable progress that the country 
has made since the first census of the Dominion was taken in 1871, 
seventy years ago. 

Persons requiring the Year Book may obtain it from the King’s 
Printer, Ottawa, as long as the supply lasts, at the price of $1.50 per 
copy. This covers merely the cost of paper, printing and binding. 
By a special concession, a limited number of paper-bound copies 
have been set aside for ministers of religion, bona fide students and 
school teachers, who may obtain such copies at the nominal price of 
50 cents each, but application for these special copies should be

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ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN SEPTEMBER 


Six major factors indicating the trend of economic conditions recorded gains 
in September over the preceding month. The increases in the business factors 
were of greatest significance. The advance in wholesale prices continued, a new 
high point having been reached since the early part of 1930. Three of the eight 
main groups are at present at a point higher than in the base year of 1926. 
The general index for the week of October 10 was 93-7, a gain of more than 10 
points having been shown over the same week of last year. 

The index of the physical volume of business, the most comprehensive 
indicator of productive operations, recorded a further advance in September 
over the high point of the preceding month. Owing to the stimulation of war 
demands, the index has shown a sharp upward trend since the first quarter of 
1939. The maximum of the last prosperity period culminating in 1929 was 
exceeded in the first quarter of 1940 and a marked gain has been shown in the 
index since that time. 

A marked increase was shown in the release of different classes of tobacco, 
the general index advancing from 134 to 152. The release of cigarettes was 866 
million against 817 million in August. The advance in the index was from 136 
to 154, a new high point having been recorded. The consumption of cigars has 
also shown a marked increase since the outbreak of hostilities. The release in 
September amounted to 16,984,000, the advance in the index having been from 
124 to 136. The release of cigarettes and cigars in September last year amounted 
to 597 million and 13-8 million respectively. ; 


The primary iron and steel industry showed further advance over the high 
level of August. The output of pig iron was 111,757 long tons compared with 
105,795. The output of steel ingots showed a minor recession at 200,259 tons 
but after seasonal adjustment the index rose from 211 to 224. The decline in 
automobile production was less than normal for the season. The output was 
14,496 units against 17,192. The comparable amount for September of last 
year was 15,475. 

The unadjusted index number of department store sales for September on 
the basis of 1935 to 1939 equalling 100 was 139-0 compared with 120-4 in the 
preceding month and 114-1 in the same month last year. Accumulated totals 
of sales showed a gain of 18 p.c. in the first 9 months of 1941 compared with the 
same months last year. New and used motor vehicles to the number of 12,935 
were financed for $5-9 million in September compared with 12,989 vehicles 
financed for $5-3 million in the same month last year. The financing in the 
first 9 months amounted to 154,000 vehicles compared with 141,000 in the same 
period of last year. 

Current loans which had been $940 million at the end of August last year 
rose to $1,154 million at the latest reporting date. The security holdings of the 
banks recorded a considerable gain during the last 12 months, the total having 
been $1,698 million against $1,569 million. The sum of the notice and demand 
deposits were $2,548 million, showing a relatively slight gain over the $2,512 
million recorded on the same date of 1940. Dominion Government deposits rose 
from $114 million ‘to $424 million during the same period. The notes in the 
hands of the public obtained after deducting the holdings of the chartered banks 
rose from $326 million to $422 million.

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Bank debits in September were $3,301 million against $2,571 million. The 
total during the first 9 months showed a gain of 15-6 p.c. at $28,502 million. 
The total amount of cash and cheque payments was estimated at $4,378 million 
against $3,353 million in September, 1940. Of the total of $3,301 million, the 
debits in 33 clearing centres, $3,172 million were charged to current accounts in 
September while $128-7 million were charged to savings accounts. As the sav- 
ings deposits were in excess of the current deposits at the first of September, it 
is evident that the velocity of current deposits is very much greater than that 
of savings. It was estimated that the velocity of current accounts amounted to 
2-10, whereas the notice deposits were turned over to the extent of 0-085 times. 

The total liabilities of the Dominion Government amounted to $5,019 
million on March 31, 1941. This compares with $4,029 million on the same date 
of the preceding year. In the meantime the assets rose from $757 million to 
$1,370 million. The total net debt, no credit being taken forallnon-active assets, 
was consequently $3,649 million against $3,271 million. The total revenues dur- 
ing the last fiscal year were $872 million against $562 million in the fiscal year 
ended March 31, 1940. The grand total expenditures rose from $681 million to 
$1,250 million, the excess of expenditure over revenue having been $377 million 
as compared with $118-7 million in the preceding fiscal year. The war appropri- 
ations rose from $127-4 million in the preceding fiscal year to $778-4 million in 
the 12-month period ended last March. 


Charts 

The relative importance of eleven industrial groups during the period from 
1919 to 1938 is portrayed in Chart 1 appearing on page 4. The eleven industries 
make up the economic division of commodity handling engaged in transportation 
and trade. The length of the bars is proportional to the annual average contribu- 
tion to the whole national income during the twenty years in question. 

The division embracing the eleven industries contributed about 22-5 p.c. 
of the national income. The commodity producing and facilitating divisions 
contributed 46-5 p.c. and 31-0 p.c. respectively. The nine industries making 
up the commodity producing division are listed in the Survey of Production, an 

: ; : ; an nee 8 = 
annual series published by the Bureau since 1921. ‘The facilitating division con- 
sists of ten finance, government and service groups. 

Thg national income originating in the transportation groups was computed 
mainly by adding the several classes of payments to individuals and the positive 
or negative savings. The amount of the salaries and wages paid was obtained 
mainly from the annual reports of the industries as published by the Bureau. 
Such payments by storage and water and road transport were based on decennial 
census results and interpolated for intercensal years. The number of working 
proprietors was also taken from the decennial census and rates established by 
means of a formula. Dividend and interest payments and positive and negative 
savings of enterprises were computed with the help of Corporate Securities and 
the Annual Financial Review. The dividend totals were adjusted so that the 
sum for all groups was equivalent to the total furnished by the Income Tax 
Division of the National Revenue Department. 

For computing the contribution of each group, as shown in Chart 1, no 
account was taken of the international balance of dividend and interest payments. 

Retail trade of the groups in the division in question was the main contribu- 
tion to the national income during the twenty-year period. The income produced 
by retail distribution averaged $344 million per year, amounting to 8-11 p.c. of 
the whole national income. 

The contribution of steam railways occupied the second position, the amount 
having been nearly $274 million or 6-45 p.c. The contribution in the first 
decade averaged $326 million, compared with $221 million in the second. The 
percentage contribution dropped from 7-33 to 5-48 in the same comparison. 
The railways, due mainly to the competition of motor transport, were of rela- 
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tively lesser importance in the second decade than in the first.“ The stimulus of 
war demands has led to marked revival in railway traffic since the outbreak of 
hostilities. 

Wholesale trade held third place as an originator of income among the 
groups in the commodity handling division. The contribution was $173 million 
or 4-08 of the total for all groups of the national economy. 

The relative importance of the three economic divisions is pictured by years 
from 1919 to 1941 in Chart 2 on page 6. A wide fluctuation was shown in the 
commodity producing activities due partly to the influence of price changes. 
This division accounted for 54-8 p.c. of the national income in 1919, dropping 
to.37-8 p.c. in 1932. During the same period the proportion produced by the 
facilitating division rose from 22-0 p.c. to 39-9 p.c. The percentage contribu- 
tion of the commodity handling activities was relatively steady during the period 
since the last world war. Owing mainly to expansion in government functions, 
the contribution of the facilitating division averaged 34-3 p.c. in the second 
decade compared with 28 p.c. in the first. The relative importance of the com- 
modity producing activities was 44-0 p.c. in the decade from 1929-1938 against 
48-7 in the preceding ten-year period. 

The distribution from 1939 to 1941 is based on the monthly computation 
and is consequently subject to considerable revision. The compilation for 1940 
and 1941 is exclusive of the value of tangible assets acquired by the Dominion 
Government through war expenditure. The final percentage distribution will 
consequently indicate for the two years a greater importance for the facilitating 
division to the disadvantage of the others. 

The following is an analysis of the fourteen major groups into which the 
economy is classified for the purpose. The outstanding groups as sources of 
production were agriculture and manufacturing n.e.s. After eliminating the 
duplication with the primary industries, manufactures took second place in the 
inter-war period. Agriculture enjoyed prosperity during the first decade and 
retained the foremost place in the period as a whole despite the reversal of later 
years. The contribution of agriculture was no less than 15-9 p.c. of the total 
national income produced, compared with a percentage of 15-1 for manufac- 
tures n.e.s. 

The service and trade’ groups contended for third and fourth places with 
percentages of 12-9 and 12-2, respectively. Government, transportation and 
finance followed in the order named. The seven above-mentioned groups are 
the major contributors to Canadian income, the combined share amounting to 
no less than about 85 p.c. The remaining groups of construction, forestry, 
mining, electric power and fisheries and trapping, telegraph and telephone also 
play an important role but are somewhat overshadowed by the magnitude of 
the larger activities. 

The economic structure is constantly changing, sometimes slowly as con- 
sumer wants gradually shift or as new inventions are gradually developed and 
put into use. The automobile and radio are excellent examples calling for new 
production arrangements. Economic changes are sometimes rapid as when a 
wave of mergers rapidly alters the industrial scene or as a new impetus is given 
to labour organization by a shift in public policy. An understanding of the 
Canadian economy is a first step toward the reconciliation of present operating 
policies with the essential nature of the system. 

While the aggregate of the money income of Canada recorded decline during 
the last twenty years, the reduction was by no means general throughout the 
entire field. The industries engaged in commodity production and handling 
show a decline in the second decade from the first of 18-2 p.c. and 15-6 p.c. 
respectively. The facilitating industries as defined above, on the other hand, 
recorded an increase of more than 11 p.c.

En septembre il se finance 12,935 véhicules automobiles reafs 
et usagés pour une valeur de $5,900,000, comparativement 4 12,989 véhicules financés pour 
$5,300,000 le méme mois de l’an dernier. Au cours des neuf premiers mois il se finance 154,000 
véhicules contre 141,000 la méme période de |’an dernier. 

Les préts courants, qui se chiffraient 4 $940,000,000 & la fin d’aofit l’an dernier, s’élévent a 
$1,154,000,000 la derniére date de rapport. Le portefeuille des banques s'accroft considéra- 
blement au cours des douze derniers mois, le total ¢tant de $1,698,000,000 contre $1,569,000,000. 
Les dépéts & terme et 4 demande se placent 4 $2,548,000,000, soit une augmentation relativement 
faible par rapport & $2,512,000,000 la méme date de 1940. Les dépédts du Gouvernement fédéral 
augmentent de $114,000,000 4 $424,000,000 au cours de la méme période. La somme des billets 
entre les mains du public, obtenue aprés soustraction de ceux détenus par les banques 4 charte, 
augmente de $326,000,000 & $422,000,000. 

Les débits bancaires en septembre s’élévent A $3,301,000,000 comparativement a 
$2,571,000,000, Le total des neuf premiers mois augmente de 15-6 p.c. 4 $28,502,000,000. La 
somme globale des paiements comptant et par chéques est estimée A $4,378,000,000 contre 
$3,353,000,000 en septembre 1940, Des $3,301,000,000 en débits bancaires dans les trente-trois 
centres de compensation, $3,172,000,000 sont imputés aux comptes courants en septembre, tandis 
que $128,700,000 sont imputés aux comptes d’épargnes. Comme les dépéts d’épargnes excédent 
les dépéts courants au ler septembre, il est évident que la vélocité des dépéts courants-est beaucoup 
plus grande que celle des épargnes. II est estimé que la vélocité des comptes courants est de 2-10, 
tandis que celle des dépéts 4 terme est de 0-085. 

Le passif du Gouvernement fédéral s’éléve 4 $3,019,000,000 le 31 mars 1941, comparative- 
ment 4 $4,029,000,000 la méme date de l’année précédente. Dans I’intervalle l’actif augmente 
de $757,000,000 4 $1,370,000,000. La dette nette globale, sans tenir compte de l’actif improductif, 
est done de $3,649,000,000 comparativement 4 $3,271,000,000. Les recettes totales durant la 
derniére année fiscale s’établissent 4 $872,000,000, 4 rapprocher de $562,000,000 l’année fiscale 
terminée le 31 mars 1940. Le grand total des dépenses passe de $681,000,000 4 $1,250,000,000, 
l’excédent des dépenses sur les recettes étant de $377,000,000 contre $118,700,000 l’année fiscale 
précédente. Les crédits de guerre augmentent de $127,400,000 l’année fiscale précédente 4 
$778,400,000 la période de douze mois terminée en mars dernier. 

Graphiques 

L’importance relative de onze groupes industriels au cours de la période de 1919 & 1938 est 
illustrée dans le graphique 1 paraissant A la page 4. Ces onze industries constituent la division 
économique de la manutention des denrées: transports et commerce. La longueur des barres 
est proportionnelle a la contribution annuelle moyenne au revenu national durant les vingt ans 
en question. 

La division comprenant ces onze industries fournit environ 22-5 p.c. du revenu national. 
La division de la production des denrées et celle des facilités contribuent 46-5 p.c. et 31-0 p.c. 
respectivement. Les neuf industries constituant la division de la production des denrées sont 
énumérées dans le relevé de la production, série annuelle publiée par le Bureau depuis 1921. 
La division des facilités comprend la finance, le gouvernement et les services, soit dix groupes en 
tout. 

Le revenu national provenant des groupes des transports a principalement été calculé en 
additionnant les paiements de différentes catégories aux individus et les épargnes positives ou 
négatives. La somme des salaires et gages payés a été obtenue principalement des rapports 
annuels des industries publiés par le Bureau. Ces paiements par les entrepéts, les compagnies 
de transport par eau et routier sont basés sur les résultats du recensement décennal et interpolés 
pour les années entre recensements. Le nombre de propriétaires qui travaillent a également 
été fourni par le recensement décennal et des taux ont été établis au moyen d’une formule. Les 
paiements de dividendes et d’intéréts et les épargnes positives et négatives des entreprises ont 
été caleulés avee le concours des Corporate Securities et de l’Annual Financial Review. Les 
totaux des dividendes ont été ajustés de maniére que la somme de tous les groupes soit équivalente 
au total fourni par la Division de l’Impét sur le Revenu du Ministére du Revenu National. 

En calculant la contribution de chaque groupe, comme le montre le graphique 1, il n’a pas 
été tenu compte de la balance internationale des paiements de dividendes et d’intéréts. 

Le commerce de détail des groupes de la division en question a fourni la principale contri- 
bution au revenu national au cours de la période de vingt ans. Le revenu provenant des ventes 
au détail atteint une moyenne de $344,000,000 par année, soit 8-11 p.c. de tout le revenu national. 
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Les chemins de fer occupent la deuxiéme place avec une contribution de prés de $274,000,000 
ou de 6-45 p.c. La contribution moyenne durant la premiére décennie est de $326,000,000, 
comparativement 4 $221,000,000 pendant la seconde. La contribution proportionnelle a décliné 
de 7-33 4 5-48 p.c. dans la méme comparaison. Par suite de la concurrence du transport automo- 
bile, les chemins de fer durant la seconde décennie ont eu relativement moins d’importance que 
pendant la premiére. Le stimulant des demandes de guerre a occasionné une reprise marquée 
du trafic ferroviaire depuis le début des hostilités. 

Le commerce de gros détient la troisiéme place comme élément de revenu parmi les groupes 
de la division de la manutention des denrées. Sa contribution est de $173,000,000 ou 4-08 p.c. 
du total pour tous les groupes de |’économie nationale. 

L’importance relative des trois divisions économiques est illustrée par année, de 1919 A 1941, 
dans le graphique 2 de la page 6. Il y a une grande fluctuation dans les activités de la production 
des denrées, partiellement attribuable 4 l’influence des changements de prix. Cette division 
s’est attribué 54-8 p.c. du revenu national en 1919, déclinant 4 37-8 p.c. en 1932. Durant la 
méme période la proportion de la division des facilités a augmenté de 22-0 p.c. 439-9 p.c. La 
contribution proportionnelle de la division de la manutention des denrées a été relativement 
constante pendant la période depuis la derniére guerre mondiale. A cause surtout de l’expansion 
des fonctions du Gouvernement, la contribution de la division des facilités a atteint une moyenne 
de 34-3 p.c. la seconde décennie contre 28 p.c. durant la premiére. La division de la production 
des denrées a contribué 44-0 p.c. au cours de la décennie de 1929-1938 comparativement A 48-7 
la décennie précédente. 

La répartition, de 1939 4 1941, est basée sur le calcul mensuel et est donc sujette A une 
revision considérable. La compilation de 1940 et de 1941 ne comprend pas les valeurs matérielles 
acquises par le Gouvernement fédéral par suite des dépenses de guerre. La répartition propor- 
tionnelle définitive révélera done pour ces deux années une plus grande importance de la division 
des facilités au détriment des autres. 

Voici une analyse des quatorze groupes majeurs sous lesquels est classifiée l’6conomie & 
cette fin. Les groupes importants comme sources de production ont été l’agriculture et l’industrie 
manufacturiére, n.a.s. Aprés élimination des doubles emplois parmi les industries primaires, les 
manufactures ont occupé la deuxiéme place durant la période entre guerres. L’agriculture a 
été prospére durant la premiére décennie et a gardé la premiére place pendant toute la période 
malgré le revers des derniéres années. L’agriculture a contribué 15-9 p.c. de tout le revenu 
national, comparativement 4 15-1 p.c. pour les manufactures, n.a.s. 

Les services et le commerce ont rivalisé pour les troisiéme et quatriéme places avec des 
pourcentages de 12-9 et 12-2 resnectivement. Le gouvernement, les transports et la finance 
viennent ensuite dans l’ordre nommé. Les sept groupes susmentionnés sont les plus grandes 
sources du revenu canadien, leur contribution globale s’élevant 4 environ 85 p.c. Les autres 
groupes (construction, foréts, mines, énergie électrique, pécheries et piégeage, télégraphes et 
téléphones) jouent également un réle important, mais ils sont un peu éclipsés par la magnitude 
des activités plus considérables. 

La structure économique varie constamment, quelquefois lentement lorsque les besoins du 
consommateur changent graduellement ou lorsque de nouvelles inventions se développent peu 
& peu et sont mises en usage. L’automobile et la radio sont d’excellents exemples exigeant un 
nouveau classement de la production. Les changements économiques sont parfois rapides lors- 
qu’une vague d’amalgamations modifie promptement la scéne industrielle ou lorsqu’une nouvelle 
impulsion est donnée 4 |’organisation ouvriére par un changement de l’attitude du public. Bien 
comprendre l’économie canadienne est un premier pas vers la conciliation des présentes méthodes 
d’exploitation avec la nature essentielle du systéme. 

Bien que le total du revenu du Canada en espéces ait décliné au cours des vingt derniéres 
années, la diminution n’a été nullement générale dans tous les domaines. Les industries s’oc- 
cupant de la production et de la manutation des denrées ont accusé un déclin de 18-2 p.c. et 
15-6 p.c. respectivement durant la seconde décennie comparativement A la premiére. D’autre 
part, les industries des facilités, telles que définies ci-dessus, ont laissé voir une augmentation de 
plus de 11 p.e.

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LA SITUATION ECONOMIQUE EN SEPTEMTRE 


Six facteurs majeurs indiquant |’orientation de la situation économique accusent des gains 
en septembre comparativement au mois précédent. Les gains des facteurs commerciaux sont 
les plus importants. Les prix de gros continuent de monter et atteignent une nouvelle cime 
depuis la premiére partie de 1930. Trois des huit principaux groupes sont maintenant plus 
élevés que durant l’année de base (1926). L’indice général de la semaine du 10 octobre se place 
& 93-7, avance de plus de 10 points en regard de la méme semaine de I’an dernier. 

L’indice du volume physique des affaires avance encore en septembre et dépasse la cime du 
mois précédent. Par suite du stimulant donné par les demandes de guerre, l’indice a eu une 
tendance & avancer brusquement depuis le premier trimestre de 1939. Le maximum de la der- 
niére période de prospérité, dont le point culminant a été en 1929, a été dépassé le premier trimestre 
de 1940 et, depuis cette époque, l’indice a fait un gain marqué. 

La production de sucre augmente de 91,500,000 livres en aofit 4 99,200,000 la derniére période 
de quatre semaines. L’activité est plus grande dans la salaison et l’indice passe de 134 & 150. 
Les abatages de pores se chiffrent & 454,913 contre 367,270 le mois précédent. La diminution 
de la production de fromage est plus que normale pour la saison; d’autre part, la production de 
beurre augmente encore et l’indice avance de 108 4 119. Les exportations de saumon en boite 
sont considérables en septembre et offrent un contraste avec les faibles expéditions des deux mois 
précédents. 

L’industrie textile est active en septembre, la consommation de coton brut s’élevant & 
17,100,000 livres comparativement 4 14,600,000. L’industrie forestiére est particuliérement 
active et l’on constate des augmentations générales des quatre facteurs entrant dans l’indice. 
La production de papier 4 journal se place 4 298,276 tonnes en regard de 293,054; comme cette 
augmentation est hors de saison, l’indice passe de 114 4 122. Les expéditions de madriers et 
planches touchent un rmiveau élevé en septembre, le total étant de 291,000,000 de pieds contre: 
261,000,000 en aofit; l’indice avance de 147 4 183. De méme, les exportations de pulpe de bois 
et de bardeaux augmentent. 

Les nouvelles entreprises dans l’industrie du batiment augmentent en septembre et les con- 
trats adjugés se chiffrent 4 $39,400,000 comparativement 4 $36,100,000. L’augmentation de la 
circulation ferroviaire est moins que normale pour la saison et les résultats reflétent la diminution 
des expéditions de grain dans les Provinces des Prairies. Le total est de 294,172 wagons contre 
278,646 en aodt. L’indice recule de 130-6 A 125. En septembre cette année les exportations 
diminuent en regard de celles de septembre |’an dernier, le total étant de $142,900,000 compara- 
tivement & $150,500,000. 

Les dédouanements de tabac sous différentes formes augmentent d’une fagon marquée et 
Vindice général avance de 134 4 152. Les dédouanements de cigarettes s’élévent 4 866,000,000 
contre 417,000,000 en aodt; l’indice passe de 136 4 154, atteignant une nouvelle cime. La con- 
sommation de cigares accuse également une augmentation marquée depuis le déclenchement des 
hostilités. En septembre les dédouanements se chiffrent 4 16,984,000 et l’indice avance de 124 
4 136. En septembre I’an dernier les dédouanements de cigarettes et de cigares se sont placés & 
597,000,000 et 13,800,000 respectivement. 

La sidérurgie laisse voir une autre avance en regard du niveau élevé de septembre. La 
production de fonte en gueuse est de 111,757 tonnes longues comparativement 4 105,795. La 
production d’acier en lingots accuse une diminution légére 4 200,259 tonnes; mais, aprés ajuste- 
ment saisonnier, |’indice passe de 211 4 224. La diminution de la production d’automobiles est 
moins que normale pour la saison. La production est de 14,496 automobiles contre 17,192. 
En septembre !’an dernier elle s’élevait & 15,475 unités. 

Le nombre-indice ajusté des ventes des magasins 4 rayons en septembre, sur la base 100 en 
1935-1939, s’établit & 139-0, A rapprocher de 120-4 le mois précédent et 114-1 le méme mois de 
l’an dernier. Les ventes des neuf premiers mois de 1941 augmentent de 18 p.c. en regard de celles 
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
